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A-fter tliG aecoinplishinenti of the text it was 
thought advisable to give the readers a general 
impression about the sources of the Bower Manus- 
cript, its pecularities, and the subject it contains etc. 
The introduction which follows is mostly based on 
the information got through the ' introduction of the 
late Br Hoernle s copy of the Bower Manuscript and 
from the gene.ral study of the Ayurvaidic granthas. 

The Bower Manuscript was first dediphered and 
transcribed by the late Dr’ A. F. Rudolf Hoernle, 
M.A., Ph.D. formerly Principal Calcutta Madrasah, 
who spent nearly 21 years in its preparation, a long 
portion of his active life. By his labours he repro- 
duced the manuscript wltfif original photos of the 
leaves, transliteration, translation, and the indecies 
into three giagantic volumes as found in its present 
form of the Government Copy. 

1. Discovery : — The manuscript is named 
after its discoverer D (now Major-General). 
H. Bower, C.B., as it fell into the hands of the 
officer early in the year 1890, at Kuchar, where he 
had gone on a private mission from the Government 
of India. 

Kuchar is the name of one of the principal oasis 
and settlements of Eastern Turkestan on the great 
carvan route to China. On Ms return the Manu- 
script was taken by the diseoVetejc to; Simla and 
there was forwarded to Mr. J. Waterhouse the then 
President of the Asiatic Society uf Bengal. By 
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him it was exhibited to the Society at their monthly 
meeting on the 5th November, 1820, when also i, 
short note from L. Bower was read explaining the 
circumstances of the discovery. Major Bower in his 
note stated as follows to the Asiatic Society of Bengal. 

“ While at Kuchar a man told me of the 
existence of an underground city, and said that 
he had gone there to dig for treasure a few days 
previously, but had only succeeded in finding what 
he called a book. I asked him to show it to me ; 
and he went away, and came back bringing the 
manuscript as it now is. He was anxious to sell it 
and I was very glad to pick up for a small sum what 
might prove of great value.”) 

‘‘The same man offered to show me a subterranean 
town, provided I would go there in the middle of the 
night, as he was frightened of getting into trouble 
with the Chinese, if it was known that he had taken 
a European there. 1 readily agreed and we started 
off about midnight The man produced me a packet 
of an old manuscript written on birch bark. 
They had been dug out of the curious old erections 
of which several are to be found in Kuchar District’h 

Some attempts were made after the meeting to 
decipher the manuscript, but they proved unsuc- 
cessful. On return from leave the former editor 
Mr, Hoernle at once claimed the manuscript from 
Colonel J. Waterhouse and finally it was made over 
to him. At the April Meeting of the year he was 
able to communicate to the secretary the first decip- 
herment of the manuscript, which was immediately 
published in its proceedings (April, 1891). 
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It was the discovery of the Bower Manuscript 
audits publication in Calcutta which started the 
whole modern movement of the arch mol ogi cal ex- 
ploration of Eastern Turkestan and its neighbour- 
hood. In the meantime further decipherment and 
publication of the Bower Manuscript steadily persiied 
its course. The proposal to prepare a complete edi- 
tion of its text, illustrated with Eacsimli-Plates, and 
accompanied by an annotated English Translation, was 
accorded in 1892, with the sanction of the Govern- 
ment of India, through the cordial support of Sir. 
Charles Elliot, the then Lieutenant Governor of 
Bengal. 

The Bower Manuscript itself, till the completion 
of the text in 1897, had remained in the hands of the 
former editor, was returned in April, 1898, to its 
owner, Coloneh Bower. By him it was taken to 
England, where it was finally purchased in 1898 by 
its present possessor the Bodleian Library in 
Oxford 

Description :-The term Bower Manuscript 
is not strictly correct. As will be seen from the sequel, 
the object in question is not really a single manu- 
script, but in point of size rather a combination of 
two manuscripts, a longer and a smaller. The longer 
manuscript itself, moreover in point of subject matter 
is a complex of six smaller manuscripts, the distinc- 
tion of which from one author is indicated also, by 
their separate pagination. The Bower Manuscript 
therefore in reality is a collection of seven distinct 
manuscripts or it may be called , a collective manu- 
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script of seven parts. The latter is the termino- 
logy adopted in the present edition ; that is Part I, II 
III, IV, V and VII, constitute the larger manuscript, 
while the smaller Manuscript consists of Part Vl» 

Its external form is that of an Indian pothi. The 
Indian pothi shape (hoose-leaves) of the birch-bark 
Bower Manuscript, therefore is a corborative evidence 
of the great antiquity of the manuscript. 

The total number of the existing leaves of the 
Bower Manuscript is 51. But unfortunately the more 
important portion of it Parts I-III which treats 
of medicine, is, somewhat incomplete. Part I ends 
quite abruptly with the fifth folio. How many more 
may have completed the text it is impossible to 
conjecture from the context. Pavt II also is a 
fragment; for it ends, apparently abruptly. More- 
over the two final chapters, the fifteenth, and six- 
teenth which are announced in the introduction of 
the text are entirely missing. In addition, the entire 
folios 20,21 and 30, and the major portion of folios f 
16 and 17 are missing. Also smaller portions are 
missing, by fracture in some of the leaves. Part III 
again is a mere fragment, > 

Of Parts IV and V which are two tracts on di- 
vination, the former is particularly complete, while 
the latter seems to be considerably defective. 

Part VI, which is a treatise on a charm against 
snake-bite, is complete. Being written on a superior 
quality of birch-bark, it is the best present portion 
of the Bower Manuscript. 
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It may be concluded with good reason that 
the disorderly condition of the manuscript arose only 
in the course of its passage through the several 
hands ; and it seems not at all possible that the 
serious damage done to the folios 16 and 17 of part 
II may be due to the incautious handling by the origi- 
nal Turki finder in Kuehar. 

Indian manuscripts or records as a rule com- 
mence with some benedictory word such as siddhctm, 
success, or avasti, hail or with the sacred particle 
OM. The last mentioned is almost universally used 
at the present day. It may be either written in 
full or indicated by a symbol* The latter takes the 
form of a spiral which may turn either to the right 
or the left and which is probably a conventional re- 
presentation of the sacred Sankha on conch shell the 
like wise of which is seen in the Bower Manuscript also. 

Script: — The script in which the Bower Manu- 
script is written is that which prevailed in Northern 
India from the fourth to the sixth centuries A. D. 
(both inclusive). It is now generally known as 
Gupta script, because its prevalence coincided with 
the rule of the early Gupta Emperors in whose 
epigraphic records it is employed. As regards the 
result of the foregoing enquiry of the script, it seems 
that the writers of Part I-III and Parts V-VII were 
Indians, who had. migrated to Kuehar. They 
no doubt were Buddhist monks, and they, as is well 
known, were often in the habit of travelling or migrat- 
ing, for missionary or other purposes into foreign lands. 
The style of the writing material shows that the 
country from which more immediately they 


migrated to Kucbar must have been Kashmir or 
Udyana ; and the quality of the brich-bark which 
they used suggests that they wrote their respective 
parts of the Bower Manuscript after their settlement 
in Kuchar, when their store of birch-bark had run 
short. Parts V and VII probably were written 
about the same time as parts I — ■III. The latter 
apparently were never completed. They passed, in 
their incomplete state, into the hands of the writer 
of part IV, who would seem to have been a native 

of Eastern Turkestan, or perhaps of China, From 
him part I — IV passed into the hands of the writer 
of parts V and VII who added the two remarks 
above referred to. Part VI was written at, a subse- 
quent date by a fourth scribe on a fresh supply of 
well prepared birch-bark leaves, since received from 
India, for the purpose of repairing the damage suf- 
fered, in the meantime, 'by part VII. In fact that 
fresh supply may have been brought from India by 
the fourth scribe himself, who may have been a later 
immigrant. 

By a thorough study of the manuscript it seems 
to be written by four different writers in different 
times, the last of whom was named Yasomitra. 
All these four writers of the manuscript must have 
been residing in a monastry near Kuchar. But the 
ul timate owner of the whole series of manuscripts, 
whose name appears to have been Yasomitra, must 
have held a prominent position, being of great repute 
for saintliness and learning in that monastry. For 
his collective manuscript was contained in the 

relic chamber of the memorial stupa at the Mingo-i- 
Qum Tura, which woulii appear to have been built 
' in his honour* 
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Sources and d ate: — From recent explor- 
ations in Eastern Turkstan it has become clearjthat all 
such kinds of birch-bark manuscripts must have been 
written by Buddhist Pilgrims or immigrants, from 
North Western India. Most of them were probably 
written by them in their original home in Kashmir 
or Udyana and imported into their new settlements. 

A sketch of the chronology of the origin and 
spread of the new form of the letter Y determines 

the time of the Bower Manuscript, as having been 
in the second half of the 4th century A. D, and 
it is probable, that it should be sought rather nearer 
the beginning than the end of that period. 

The name and identity of the authors of Navanitaka 
is not known. The upper limit is determined 
for us by the circumstance that the Caraha Samhita 
and the Susruta Samhita -are two of the sources 
from which the author of the Navanitaka quotes 
copious extracts. In the opening verse the author 
advises his readers that in his treatise he is going , 

to bring together the best known formulse of the 
Maharisis or medical authorities of his time. * 

Following the usual practice of Indian writers, he 
does not name those authorities assuming, of 
course, that the reader would at once recognize 
the standard work from which some parti- 
cular formula was quoted. Still in the ctse 

of many formula we find he does name 

their authors. From the distinction thus made it 

may reasonably be concluded, thal the formulae thus 
signalled out by naming their authors, were quoted 


from what may be called the floating medical 
tradition — ^it being necessary to indicate their 
authority for their recommendation, while the 
formulae in the case of which no author was named, 
were quoted from standard works of well known 
authorities. The most conspicuous among the 
earliest medical teachers was Punarvasu, the son 
of Atri commonly known as Atreya. According to 
the Indian tradition he was a physician, teaching 
medicine in Taxilot, in the North-West of India 
about the time of Buddha in the 6th century B. C. 
He is said to have had six disciples, who committed 
their master’s teachings, to writing in tantras and 
halpas. Some centuries later attempts were made 
to epitomize these early tantras and halpas and 
gather their substance into Samhita or compendia. 
Of these only two have survived up to this time 
viz', Caraha and Bhela, Of the writtings of the 
other four pupils of *^treya, viz, Jatukarana, 
Ksarapani, Harita, and Parai^ara nothing has 
survived, except occasional short notes or quotations 
in the mediaeval medical literature. The Caraka 
Samhita which professes to give Atreya’s teachings 
as reported by his pupil Agoivesa, was compiled by 
a physician of Kashmir named Caraka. Actually 
only two thirds of the compendium were written by 
Caraha, probably in the 1st cent. B.O. and the other 
one third was added by the Kashmir physician 
I)rdhaha]ac§,rya in the 9th ‘century A. D. Both of 
these Samhitas must have been well known standard 
books in the time of the author of the Navanitaka, 
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for he makes copious extracts from them without 
naming his sources, 

From the Bhela Samhita 15 formulae are taken 
and from the Caraka Samhita 29 formula a, re taken. 
Besides these 44 formulm, the Navamtaka contains 
a considerable number of other formulae, the 
authors of which are not indicated and the sources 
of which it is at present impossible to identify. It 
does not seems improbable however, that they were 
extracted by the author of the Navanitaka from the 
Tantras or Kalpas of the above mentioned pupils of 
^treya. None of their writing have survived to 
the present day; but there is evidence which renders 
it very improbable that they still existed at the 
time when the Navanitaka was compiled. About 
the date of Bhela Samhita we know nothing what- 
soever. That of the Susruta Samhita is entangeled 
in a net of uncertainties. The date of Caraka 
Samhita alone offers an apparent chance of settle- 
ment, It is bound up with the date of celebrated 
King Kaniska at whose court, as tradition tells us, 
Caraka turned as the Royal Physician. Unfor- 
tunately the date of Kaniska itself is still in dispute, 
but the most probable theory is that, which places him 
in the middle of the 6rst century B. C, as the 
founder of the well known Samvat Era. Taking 
this date for Kaniska’s as an .upper limit and allowing 
the necessary interval for the growth of the 
Samhitas idtb^ standard authorities, the second 
century A.D* may be taken provisionally as the time 
of the compilation of the. Navanitaka. 
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There are two points in J^avanitaka which favour 
the assignment to it of such an early date. One 
concerns its language, the other its sources. 

As regards its sources, all those which the 
Navanitaka specifically names have a very archiac 
appearance. Their list comprises the following 
names. One formula each is quoted from : — 

(1) Kankayana. 

(2) Suprabha. 

(3) Nimi. 

(4) Usanas. 

(5) Va^vali. 

(6) Vrhaspati. 

Two formulae each are quoted from ; — 

(7) Agastya. 

(8) Dhanvantri. 

(9) Jivaka. 

A whole series of formulse are referred to : — 

(10) Kasyapa 

None of these formulae, with one exception, can 
be traced elsewhere. The probability is that the 
author of the Navanitaka quoted them from the 
floating medical traditions of his time and the fact ■ 
that in his time there still existed a living tradition 
of this kind, points to an early date for the compila- 
sion of the Navanitaka. 

Though in the main the Navanitaka is professedly 
a compilation from various sources, it does contain 
few formulae which give the impression of being 
contributions made by the author -himselt, as it 
should be observed that none of these formulae can 
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be traced elsewhere and it is quite possible, that 
iom© others of the short formulse of that kind, 
are really the author’s own concipositions. 
More or less lengthy remarks inserted by the 
author with the same object have also been noticed 
already in the ease of some of the well known 
longer formufe. To the author of course, belong 
also all the introductory remarks which are met 
with in various places of Navanitaka. 

Language and Composition; — 
The language in which the treatises of the 
Bower Manuscript are written is a kind of an 
ungrammatical Sanskrit, or what has sometime been 
called '‘mixed Sanskrit” i e., a mixture of literary and 
popular Sanskrit. 

It was this natural (Pr5,krta) language of spon- 
taneous growth, in which the early literature was 
written of two great religous movements, Buddhism 
and Jainism, which, in the 6th century B. C, had 
subsequently agitated the people outside the Brahm- 
nic school. But after a time, the prestige of the 
latter produced its natural effect on the writers of 
the Non-Brahmnic coramunities. This popular 
Sanskrit permitted to itself occasional lapses from 
the strict rules of the Scholastic correct Sanskrit, 
and occasional intrusions of the usages of the general- 
ly prevailing Pr^krita speech. It is the language in 
which the medical treatises, contained in parts I-III 
of the Bower Manuscript, are written. 

As already stated, the prakrtic,- or popular, 
element is much more in evidence in the portion of 
the Bower Manuscript, which contains the treatises 
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on divination in (Parts IV and V), and on magic in 
(Parts VI and VII). In the more scientific portion, 
which contains the three medical treatises (Parts 
I-III), the examples of the Prakriticism are 
comparitively rare. In fact with on® or two 
exceptions, they occur only in part II, which contains 
the longest of three treatises. For examples : —

The manuscript shows that practically the three 
medical treatises are written in three metres, the 
Sloka, Tristubha, and Arya. In a total of 1323 
verses, comprised in the three treatises, those three 
metres occur 933,121,109 times respectively? and 
among them, again, the ^loka is by far the predomi- 
nating metre, taking up about 70% of the whole. 
Th® total number of different metres is twenty-three. 

It is evident from this familiarity with metrical 
writing, that the author of the three medical treatises 
was well-versed in Sanskrit composition. Of course 
the substance of Part II is not actually his own 
original composition, for as he informs us himself in 
the opening verse of that treatise, that it is a compi- 
lation of extracts from the standard medical works, 
and the floating medical tradition of his time. Still 
there are in it certain portions which have every 
appearence of being his own contributions. These 
comprise, above all, the ten introductory verses, des- 
cribing the contents of the treatise, which are clearly 
the author’s own composition. 


Subject and content s: — In the existing 
fragmentary state ofPartI, it is difficult to determine 
the particular class of medical literature to which the 
treatise contained in it, should be assigned. It com- 
mences with a Kalpa or small pharmacographic tract 
on garlic. This tract is preserved almost in perfect 
order and it may be noted that in the concluding 
verse, the author whoever he was, refers to himself 
in the first person Ukto-Maya (^^rn^TT). 

The tract, or Kalpa, on garlic is followed by an- 
other tract which might be described as a short 
Tantra or text-book comprising a number of very 
miscellaneous sections, arranged in a rather immetho- 
dical fashion. It commences with remarks on the 
importance of regulating digestion and with pharma- 
cutic directions, such as are usually found in the so- 
called Sutra-Sthana or (section on the principles of 
medicines), of a Sariihita. Interespersed are some 
alteratives and aphrodisiac formulm, such as are 
usually given in the Rasayana or Vajikarna section 
of the Sariihita. Next comes a section with for- 
mulae for various eye-lotions, or ascyotana(3Tr^?iT^). 
This is followed by another on face plasters mukh- 
lepa and collyria and remedies for the 

hairs, etc, and finally there is a section on cough 
mixtures. 

Part II eontaines a practical formulary, or hand- 
book of prescriptions covering the whole field of in- 
ternal medicines. It is called the Navanitaka or 
“ Cream ” and professes to give, for the use of the 
practitioner, a selection of the best prescriptions, 
found in the standard medical works of the time, 
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and though these standard medical works are not 
named actually, it is possible in many cases to iden- 
tify them. But in addition to these, it gives some 
formulae which seem to be taken from the floating 
medical tradition as well as a very few which appear 
to have been added by the author himself. The 
formulary was originally divided into sixteen chap- 
ters. This, at last, was the intention of its author 
as may be seen from his introduction which enumera- 
tes the headings of the sixteen chapters. There is 
no good reason to doubt that the intention was 
accomplished; but whether or not the formulary was 
ever actually completed, it is now impossible to say, 
seeing that the solitary existing copy of it in the Bower 
Manuscript is incomplete, as the fifteenth and 
sixteenth chapters^ as well as apparently the 
conclusion of fourteenth are missing. Parts IV 
and V contain two short manuals of Pasaka- 
Kevali or cubomancy, that is, the art of for- 
etelling a person’s fortune by means of the cast of 
dies (Pasaka). The former manual shows that the 
die which was used, was marked with the four num- 
bers 1,2, 3,4; and that each cast, or rather set of casts, 
consisted of three of these numbers- Acoordiiigly 
there could be no more than sixty-four possible casts. 
Parts VI and VII contain two different portions of 
the same text, which is Sutra or Dharani referring to 
a charm protective against snakebite and other evils. 
The name of the Shtra is lit; 

‘ The great peacock’ queem of charms. It appa- 
rently takes its name from the fact that the peafowl 
is the great tradititional enemy of the 
snake. It is a charm of great repute among 
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the Buddhists, and is included in the highly valued 
coll®clion of Dharanis, called Pahcha-raksha, or the 
Five Protective Charms. 

Scribal Errors The most frequent 
errors consist in a miswritten letter or a syllable. 
Thus in Part I. 

for for qsriR, for 

for etc. 

Or a letter or a syllable is misplaced. Thus in 
Part I foxv^m, for for 

=3S|5tqj for gfSfRm, etc. 

Or a sunerflous letter or a syllable is inserted. 
Thus in Part II for STT^STT, for 

grar55^%etc* 

A superflous anuswara is rather common. Thus 
in Part II for Trr^;^for m^^ly etc. 

Occasionally there occur wrong words snch as 

for q(tK, in Part I. But the responsibility for 
their errors, possibly lies rather with ^the •original 
writers of the treatises than with the scribes** who 
copied them in the Bower Manuscript. Stilly, ^such 
grossly blunder readings as and ^oRO:^ are 

probably to be laid to the charge of the scribes who 
may not have been able, or carefull enough to read 
correctly the original. In this connection a brief 
referrence may be made to certain defects due to ^the 
inferior quality of the birch-bark on which the 
scribes wrote, rather than to the scribesjthemselves, 
Misceilasieous Remarks t — The 

writer of the Bower Manuscript observe 
to have made no use of any sign to indicate 
the ends of half or whole verses. Occasionally he 
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marks the ead by a rather wider interval ( *-) 
The mark hpwever is very unsafe, as the writer 
often dispers his writting mostly by reason of 
defects of the brich-bark or on account of the spread 
of a conjunct consonant. If he does use a sign, it 
is either the well-known double stroke or a 
comma laid lengthwise or a ringlet* 

Pecu l«rity : — The Special feature of the 
book is the remote discovery by the Bishies 
of Ancient India of the usefulness of garlic (55^5^ )> 
as a curative agent in cases of pulmonary tu- 
berculosis and scrofula. The actions and uses of 
garlic as a remedial substance are more fully discussed 
here, than in any other medical book yet published 
in the Western medical Biter ature- 

Its use as described in most rescent weatern 
medical publications, seems evidently to have been 
adopted after the publication of the first edition of 
the Bower Manuscript. 

The book throws a considerable light on the fact 
that Tantra, Siddha, and Pasaka-Kevali system of 
treatment was part and parole of the Ayurvedic 
science in those days. 

The present volume has been divided into seven 
parts ( ), each consisting of different number 
of chapters ( ). The pagination and the 
numbering of Slokas is inserted by myself, and every 
renewel of the numbering is made at the beginning 
of every new chapter. Every missing sylkble is 
restored in angulat brackets and the emmendations 
or corrections in simple brsuckets ( ). I have given 
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oeoasional footnotes to aetermine tlio exact reading,

The Government copy of the Bower Manuscript 
in its present form of three giaafantic volumes, was 
first deciphered and transeibed from the original 
manuscript by the late Dr., A.P, Eudolf Hoernle, 
M. A. Ph.D, formerly Principal Calcutta Madrasah, 
who spent nearly twenty-one years in the accomplish- 
ment of his task viz: (1891-1012). 

Although the manuscript was ready in 1912, yet 
it remained away from the eyes of the A.3mrvedic 
public, only decorating the shelves of certain 
liabraries, whichever had the fortune to get it. The 
second reason for neglect in its study by the vaidays, 
was its enormous size and high price, which a few 
could afford to pay. 

It was possible therefore that this fjrantha one 
of the bestresearches into the state of Indian 
medicines, must have remained in obscurity for a 
' still longer period, but for the attempt to bring 
it into the present form, as it lies before the 
readers. It was one of the several sources of 
, information to scrutinize the fact, that how such a 
valuable literatutre of our ancient anscestors went 
into decay, the fragments of which are only to be 
; found now.

Our knowledge of the medicines known to the 
ancient Indians is at present extremely limited, 
and we are fortunate to have some remains of the 
elaborate system of the old, by such resources. I 
was painfully made aware of this fact in course of 
my Ayurvedic studies and for this very reason I 
made an eager attempt to furnish the Ayurvedic 
literature with this new addition. 

In breif this is the first attempt to present to 
the public a comprehensive collection of this most 
valuable Ayurvedic manuscript. In the introduc- 
tion attatched, I have made /an attempt to give 
critically some historical views about the discovery of 
the manuscript, and have briefly discussed the im- 
portant points concerned. 

It was my best endeavour to make the work 
as scholarly as possible, yet I hope that scholars 
of high learning will go minutely through the book 
and every reasonable suggestion for its improvement 
will be thankfully received. 

The work took me nearly a year in preparing 
the present volume, and although every possible 
care is taken in presenting the book in its correct 
form, yet I hope the readers will excuse me, if they 
observe any mistake due to misprint or my neglect. 

I am indebted to Bakhshi Tek Chand, M. A , 
L- L. B. the president of the D. A. V. College 
Trust, and Pt, Bhagwat Dutt, Supdt., Research 
Depatt., for the privilege of using the Library, 
more especially the former who considerably helped 
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me in getting permission from the Government for 
its publication. 

I have to acknowledge also my deep debt of 
gratitude to Sir John Marshall, the Director 
General of Archselogy in India, for his kindly 
allowing me on behalf of the Government to in- 
corporate the work which I have so indefatigably 
carried out with due ineuD^ibancy of a scholar, 

I should here also express my obligations to R.B. 
Daya Ram Sahni, M. A. Superintendent Buddhist 
Monuments, Northern circle, who very kindly went 
through the text of the Bower Manuscript and 
expressed a favourable opinion and gave consent for 
its speedy publication and suggested improvement.
